It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  fop  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1952* 

It  is  a matter  for  considerable  satisfaction  that  the  health  of  the  community, 
as  judged  by  vital  statistics,  has  continued  to  be  extremely  good.  Not  a single 
case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  and  that  there  were  very  few  infectious  diseases, 
none  of  which  was  of  a serious  character. 

There  were  only  four  births  registered  during  the  year  - five  fewer  than  in 
the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  deaths  also  declined  from  sixteen  in  1951*  to 
thirteen  in  1952, 

A more  detailed  commentary  will  bo  found  in  the  ensuing  pages. 

The  Urban  District  Council  may  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  a healthier  locality  in  the  whole  of  the  United  Kingdom,

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area, 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by  the  local  health 
authority*  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  receive  medical  advice  from  their  own

medical  practitioners. 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic,  attended  by  a medical  officer  of  the  local  health 
authority,  is  held  once  a fortnight, 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  sorvico  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurse  who  is  also 
a State  Registered  Midwife, 

(d)  Tho  New  Quay  Urban  District  Council  area  forms  part  of  a much  larger  area  covered 
by  a Health  Visitor  of  tho  County  Council, 

(0)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse, 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person's  own  medical  attendant,  but  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and  partly  by  medical 
officers  of  the  local  health  authority, 

(g)  An  ambulance  is  stationed  at  Now  Quay  which  is  used  for  general  and  accident  work. 
Fever  cases  are  usually  removed  by  an  ambulance  ear-marked  for  infectious  diseases 
and  stationed  at  Aberystwyth, 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  talks  and  advice 
by  the  medical  officers  of  both  the  local  health  and  the  local  authority. 

Care  and  after  care  are  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse  and  of  the  Health 
Visitor,  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  by  the  Chest  Physician's  Health 
Visitor  - a situation  which,  in  my  opinion,  involves  an  unnecessary  duplication  of 
attention, 

(1)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  who  are,  as  a rule,  engaged  locally, 
(3)  The  town  of  Aberystwyth,  about  20  miles  distant,  is  the  centre  upon  which  the 

principal  general  hospital  in  tho  county,  tho  infectious  diseases*  hospital,  the
